1941. should he remembered in our nation's history as a 
defining moment when the American military stepped forward to protect our freedom, preserve 
our liberty, and secure the future of democracy for the United States and nations around the 
world;

in service of America's military forces who died as a result of their scrv tee at Pearl Harbor
